Von will agree lhat 
to he able to do this, one must he 
wonderfully gifted. Just so, hut the 
name of prophet is not only given 
to such per*onn, 1ml it includes all 
those who speak to their fellow- 
men in the name of the Lord. 

Words of Entreaty. 

Whether their mes^c «* to t * t,c 
|icr."on. lo a congregation .10 a tonrii. 
to a nation, or lo the whole world— 
tiiey arc prophets in tin- --eiise that 
lUey speak words of eutreat>', warn- 
ing, or comfort to their bearers. 

The gift of prophecy is the most 
com molt of all among God's people, 
and it is the gift moat lo he desired. 
Paul urges'lhe Corinthians lo "Hoi- 
low y after charity, and desire spirit- 
ual gifts, but rather that ye may 
prophesy/' Some of the people in 
[bo*c days wanted to possess re- 
markable' gifts which would make 
them conspicuous in the Chureli. 
The gift of tongues was one of these, 
but when those who possessed it got 
up to speak no one could understand 
ttiein. Paul points out, therefore, 
thai it would be better lo speak only 
five words that could he understood 
by all. then ecu thousand in an un- 
known tongue. 

Tliuhc who' spoke in tongues might 
be greatly edified themselves, but 
their hearer* would be mystified, 
Tlic best thing for all to seek, there- 
fore, is the gift of prophecy, for "He 
tliat prophesieth, spcakclh unto men 
id edification, and exhortation and 
comfort,"— I Cor, jfiv. 3, That is lo 
say. he who give? a straightforward 
testimony ag io the saving and keep- 
ing power of God, is helping lo build 
up the faith of his fellow Christians, 
and encouraging them to press «n, 

Prophesying mean* paying lite 



right thing at the right moment, a.* 
you are inspired by the Spirit of 
God. .Then those who are dead in 
sin wili he auirkejied. and your com- 
radcj will be strengthened to fight 
the battles of the Lord. 

You will plainly see that this gift 
Is greatly lo be desired, if we are 
lo be of any use in the .service of 
phesy. you must study elocution 
Do not think that in order lo pro- 
God. It is a gift wemay all possess. 
attd aim at becoming an eloquent 
orator. Prophesying doe* not mean 
"making up something lo say," and 
then delivering a flowery sermon as 
if you were reciting at a concert. 
Any naturally gHted person could do 
lhat, and do il better, perhaps, than 
many of God's servants, The 
humblest believer in Christ, how- 
ever, if spiritually gifted, would he 
able to speak with far more effect 
concerning the things of God. than 
(he cleverest of the world's orator*. 

There is something miraculuu* 
about the words that are spoken in 
the Spirit, In the thirty-seventh 
chapter of Ezekicl, you will find an 
account of how the prophet spoke 
lo a number of dry bout*. He tell* 
of tlic result as follow*; "And as I 
prophesied there was a noise, and 
behold a shaking, and the fro nee 
came together, I nine |o his hunt'." 

Like Dry Bones, ^ 

Manj people may he likened spir- 
itually to dry hones. Their souls 
are shrivelled np, and tliey are with- 
out any life from God. because they 
are living jn bUi. Caod. sends His 
prophets to ft peak 'to thcin. It may 
he only a few words, a Salvation 
Kong, perhaps, hut the result is that 
they get convicted. Then there ]n a 
noise. They cry out, "What must 1 
do to he saved?" and then I hey. die 
to sin mid. begin to live utilo God.
